(b) Supply of Power : - Power would be made available at conces- 
sional rates for new industrial units under the procedure prescribed in 
G. O. Ms. No. 678 Industries dated 27-1-1961. 

Supply of Wetter : — Certain municipalities where water rates 
were high have been instructed to supply water at concessional rates 
for new industries-

D. Na)udu ( Chttoor ) :— Sir the < county ' 

is rightly defined to be not a piece of land, but the people in it. The 

Gold Control Order has caused the greatest scare among the people 

the scare is so great that even the National Emergency has become 

secondary. The author of this Order is unable, and even refuses, to 

understand the discontent and disgust and despair among the people. 

H owever powerful the Government might be, it is very unhealthy and 

improper to interfere with the socio economic conditions of individuals. 

Power exercised with care alone would last long, and this political 

power is only next to public opinion. The order deprives the Indian 

woman of her religious, customary, hereditary and cultural sentiments. 

The 50 grams allowed would just suffice only for the chain attached 

t o «Tali'. You all know that an Indian woman has to wear gold on 

her hands, ears, nose ani sometimes on the head too. These factors 

are coming from so many centuries, and this Indian heritage is now 

killed by the Gold Control Order. The common man uses the gold 

of his woman as security and as sort of Reserve Bank, and that too he 

uses it only at the 4ast stage when a great emergency arises. But I 

feel that our present Government wants to take away all gold, not is 

the last stage as a common man, a N.G.O. or the like would do, but 

in the first stage itself. The country is already indebted and it in 

economically very low. Even the individuals are deprived of the little 

gold they have. The result of all this would be, the country and the 

individuals therein would have economic debt. Only if the country is 

economically prosperous, it will have a political status also. This 

fact has to be considered by the Government of the country. 
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With regard to gold traders, their borrowing or trading capacity 
also is diminished. The grandfather, and after him, the father and 
next to him, the son would all be goldsmiths, dealing with gold and 
manufacture of ornaments of gold. This is their hereditary profession. 
Now, all these people are asked to pay a licence fee of lis. 70. Is it 
their fault? The order is at the instance of the Government. I there- 
fore request the Government not to charge this licence fee of Rs. 70 
either from the existing trader or from the goldsmith. More than all 
this, the immediate danger is the displacement either in our State or 
in the country caused to so many lakhs of people. As we all know 
in every town and village, there are some streets in which goldsmiths 
live carrying on their profession. They eke out th ir livelihood by means 
of this profession only. The plight of all those people and their 
families and children is really miserable, and the Government must 
give relief to all those people now in distress. As long as this Gold 
Control Order is reasonably against public opinion, I feel it is difficult 
to enforce this order. I illustrate this by the example of co-operative 
farming. They could not enforce it against public opinion. In a 
similar way, I feel that this Gold Control Order would fail and be- 
come difficult of implementation. No doubt, this is an Order of the 
Central Government. So many goldsmiths are without any employ- 
ment in our States as a result of this order. I request the State 
Government to give some relief either in industries where their skill 
is required or in any other factories, where these skilled people or 
craftsmen would be suited I personally request the Minister for 
Industries to give licences for camphor-tablet making to some of 
these goldsmiths so that a living might be afforded to them. As 
suggested by learned Members of this House, their children might be 
given free education and their housing problem might also be looked 
into and interim relief to some extent might also be provided from 
the State finance, so that the State Government would be of some 
help to goldsmiths.

1. Units for the manufacture of imitation and fancy costum^ 
jewellery from rolled gold 5 anodised aluminium and other light metal 
and materials can be established at a cost of Rs, 60,000 per unit with 
an employment potential of about 50 persons. 
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2. Units for the manufacture of presentation and gift articles at 
a cost of Rs. 25,000 per unit with an employment potential of 25 to 
30 craftsmen. 

3. Units for the manufacture of decorative electrical fittings etc. 
can be set up at a cost of Rs. 20,000 with an employment potential of 
about 20 persons* 

4. Units for the manufacture of Surgical instruments and cutlery 
can be set up at a cost of Rs. 30,000 per unit to provide employment 
1 1 about 35 persons. 

5, Units for the manufacture of Simple Survey, Drawing and 
Mathematical instruments can be set up at a cost of Rs. 50,000 with 
an employment potential of 30 to 40 persons . 

6. Units for the manufacture o^ Simple Machanical toys can be 
set up at a cost of Rs. 50,000 per unit with an empl yment potential 
of 40 persons. 

7, Units for the manufacture of Bronze and Metal stateus of a 
decorative nature can be set up at a cost of Rs. 50,000 with an 
employment potential of 25 persons. 

8. Units for the assembly of clocks and time pieces can also be 
considered for providing large scale employment to goldsmiths. The 
details of such schemes would however have to be worked out care- 
fully as they may require technical collaboration for their imple- 
mentation. 

In addition some of the goldsmiths can be absorbed in the tradi- 
tional handicraft of silver filigree work, which is famous in Kareem- 
nagar District.
